The 
soviet government agrees to with- 
draw its condition that the Poles 
rovide arms for a workmen's mili- 
tia of 200,000 men in Poland. 
_ The soviet reply was received by 
the Russian delegation here. The 
Moscow government states that in 
4ng this conditi:~ it is sub- 
6érdinating everything else to its 
paramount desire to secure the es- 
tablishm:-~-* of peace throughout the 
world. The Russian delegation in 
T.ondon claims that this concession 
meets the wishes of the British and 
Itepllan governments. 

The note of M. Tchitcherin opens 
with a comment on the @Onusual tone 
of the Anglo-Italian governments’ 
communication which, it says, does 
not tend to help permanent good 
relations and world peace.

Expressing surprise that the ques- 
tion of the interpretation of princi- 
ple should have caused such diffi- 


culty, M. Tchiteherin proceeds to ar- 


gue that after the limitation of Po- 
land’s army of 50,000 was recognized 
by the British government as a just 
peace term, it was a concession on 
the part of Russia to admit the for- 
mation of civil militia, which, he as- 
serts, “is, in fact, a supplementary 
armed force,” and adds: “We there- 
fore find it astonishing that this 
should arouse the British govern- 
ment’s indignation. 

“Seeing that Great Britain de- 
clares peace through eastern Eu- 
rope to be its aim, we can point.tq 
the fact that the workers in Po- 
land for a long time have been the 
force steadfastly opposed to the Pol- 
ish governmen policy and have én

Washington, August -26.—With- 
out pomp or cergmony, Secretary 
Colby today signed the proclama- 
tion declaring the woman suffrage 
amendment “to all intents and pur- 
poses a part of the constitution of 
the UnkHed States.’ 

The secretary's signature was af- 
fixed to the proclamation at his 
home at 8 o’clock this morning, a 
few hours after he had received 
from Governor Roperts, of Tennes- 
see, the certificate that final favor- 
able action on the amendment |!

thirty-six. The quiet manner in 
which Mr. Colby acted was a dis-

Pittsburg, August 26.—Informa-

- “As to the military alllance pro- 
vided under Article 19, of the league 
covenant, the Russo-Polish war has 
been complete proof of its utter 
inefficiency. England could not 
send troops because of domestic 
political conditions in England; we 
could not send them; France was 
not. able to furnish the necessary 
force. At the first test the mili- 
tary alliance proved a ‘complete 
failure and all the statesmen and 
publicists of Europe acknowledged 
the fact. 

“The people and the statesmen of 
western Europe now realize that 
their hope lies in the return of the 
republican party to power. They 
know that the republican party has 
always been the one with vision and 
understanding of international af- 
fairs. They understand that 
the republican party again in power 
it will be ready and able effectively 
to co-operate with them to stop 
the spread of bolshevism. They are 
sure that we will shirk no respon- 
sibility and their earnest desire is 
that an American government will- 
ing and able to execute the real 
mandate of the American | people 
shall presently assume authority.

In his talk to the teachers, Sena- 
tor Harding recalled his own early 
experiences as the master of a coun- 
try school and declared that teach- 
ers “should be compensated as lib- 
erally, if not more liberally, than 
any other profession.” 3 

“I do not try to give-you the im- 
pression,” the nominee continued, 
“that the federal government can 
do that: but we do have a fed- 
eral department of education which 
has only a relative influence on 
educational work. Some day we 
may have a much larger and more 
important department of education, 

“We have wrought in our repub- 
lic one of the marvels of history 
and we have accomplished it De- 
cause of our independence of ac- 
tion and our unfailing devotion to 
the interests of America. We do 
not need to hold aloof from the 
world. Those of us who ovposed 
the league of nations covenant thal 
the president brought home, linked 
with the treaty of Versailles, are 
just as anxious for America to play 
its proper part in the world as all 
of you are to play your proper parts 
in your own drama of life. 

“No one can hold aloof and be 
free from influences that necessari- 
ly affect him, neither individuals 
nor states nor nations. There is no 
person who does not possess some 
share of influence. But I most sin- 
cerely hold that America can ren- 
der the greatest service to the world 
by maintaining first its entire free- 
dom of action, and then majntaining 
its capacity to heln the world with 
its splend:d example of popular rep- 
resentative government. 

“IT want Amefica to go on al- 
wavs, sure of its own conscience 
and ready to play the part of the 
greatest, the freest and most con- 
scientious country in the.world.”

never considered our terms as an 
ultimatum and are still, as we have 
been at all times. willing to discuss 
them with the Polish government 
with whom alone we are treating 
for peace. Any undertakings’ we 
may giye there anent will, there- 
for. be given to Poland alone. 

“In view. nevertheless. of our ear- 
nest desire to obtain important re- 
sults for the world’s welfare and a 
peace arising from peace with Great 
Britain, we are wijling to inform 
the British government that the 
Russian government is resolved to 
make a concession on this point. It 
will not insist upon the clause re- 
ferring to the arming in Poland of 
a workers’ civic militia, thus se- 
curing full agreement with Great 
Britain as to all the terms of peace 
with Poland.” 

The soviet foreign minister con- 
tinues: “It is not the custom of the 
Russian government to mix psac- 
tical business transactions with 
theoretical politics and discussions 


of principles.” The British gvern- 
ment, however, has launched 
against the _ soviet regime the 
Strange accusation of being an 
oligarchy.” ~ 

“Majerity Toil For Few.” 

The nite then enters into a dis- 
quisition to the effect that all states 
whose form of government differs 
from the soviet are obviously true 
oligarchies because they are states 
in which the immense majority tdi: 
for a privileged few. while in 
soviet Russia the whole nation 
ga for the whole nation’s ben- 
efit. 


‘M. Tchitcherin contends that the 
system of local wgrkers’ councils, 
in whose hands rests control of the 
whole soviet fabric, giver the 
masses much more power than the 
parliamentary” system, and con- 
cludes that, being a truly popular 
movement, the soviet is by nature 
peaceful and averse to cnyuests 
contrary to the governments of 
Oligarchies which desire peace only 
after having despo'‘léd their van- 
quished adversaries of their riches. 

“The peace of a workers’ and 
peasants’ government,” he _ Ssays, 
“being based on the rejection of ex- 
ploitation of others and upon true 
solidarity of the great working 
masses of all nations is the only 
genuine and really permanent 
peace. Animated by this spirit, the 
soviet government .does not insist 
upon its interpretation of the peace 
terms with Poland, which has given 
rise to the present divergence with 
Great Britain and Italy. It re- 
nounces its demand for the crea- 
tion of a workers’ militia in Poland 
and thus restores the full agree- 
ment with these two governnents 
which exist@éd before this diver- 
gence arose.” 


PEACE NEGOTIATOR 
RECALLED TO WARSAW. 


_, Warsaw, August 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)-—M. Dombski, pres- 
ident Of the Polish-Minsk peace del- 
egation, has been called to Brest- 
Litovsk to confer with Polish gov- 
ernment representatives. This step 
was taken because of continued’ in- 
terruptions of communications be- 
tween Warsaw and Minsk. 

There is much speculation here 
eoneerning the outcome of the Minsk 
conference. some of the newspapers 
already hinting there will be no re- 
sults. chieflv because of the atti- 
tude the soviet representatives as- 
sumed from the beginning. 

The foreien: office announced to- 
day that the Polish. victorv had not 
changed the attitude of Polaffd o: 
the quevtion of peace and that the 
Polish delegates at Minsk were 
seeking all means to end the quar- 
rel with the soviets. The foreign 


office reiterated that Poland was 
not fighting the Russian nation, but 
onlv bolshevism. 

The question of insisting that the 


| Russo-Polish_ peace negotiations be 


shifted from Minek to some other 
city, owing to difficulties cf com- 
munication. has occupied various of- 
ficials for several davs, and the cab- 
inet considered it throughcut 
Wednesday. 

The cahinet’s recommendations 
have been forwarded to the national 
council of defense for final 4etermi- 
nation and an announcement is ex- 
pected within a few days.

POLES CONTINUE 
TO DRIVE RUSSIANS 


|ON VARIOUS FRONTS 


Warsaw, August 26.—(3y the As- 
sociated Press.)—The northern Po- 
lish army ‘is continuing to move 
up in the region between Sierpo and 
Soldau near the East Prussian bor- 
der and are marching on Chorzel- 
len, to the east of Miawa, to cut 
off the retreat of the remaining 


soviet forces. 


In the center the Poles have oc- 
cupied Ostrolenka, and. Staviski, as 
well as Kolno, and are marching 
on Ossowiec. In the, south the 
Poles have retaken Hrubieszow and 
the sixtieth bolshtvik divison around 
embers is retreating to the south- 
west. 

Soviet troops are reported to be 
concentrating in great numbers 
along the Beresina river, where the 
recent offensive against Warsaw 
was begun, and military observers 
here are.speculating as to the pos- 
sibility they may launch an 
tack against the central Polish 
front. It is. believed possible the 
bolsheviki may make a stand in the 
event the Poles continue to their 
pursuit of the retreating soviet ar- 
mies eastward from the Bug river, 
on Ss south, and Grodno on the 
north. 


“Poles in Pursuit. 


Reports received here late today 
Continued to tell of Polish forces 
closely pursuing the retiring boi- 
sheviki on various fronts. 

Russian soviet reserves are re- 
ported being brought up on the 
southern front - great’ numbers.

one cause or set of causes, but Is 
the outcome of a compiex of fac- 
tors. In wool, the termination of 
government control in various parts 
of the World and the steady mar- 
Keting of the raw supply held by 
the United States government has 
had’’an important effect.” 

A “depressed situation’ was said 
to exist in the leather and shoe in- 


dustry. Shoe manufacturers’ are 
slow. in placing orders with leather 
dealers with the result that prices 
on raw material nave sufferéd a 
heavy decilne. The dull season of 
late summer was described as “be- 
ginning earlier and tasting luis. 

The manufacturers, however, an- 
ticipate @ heavy fall business, but 
this is not expected by business ex- 
perts to increase the level of the 
prices in these lines. 

“Large stocks of jeather and hides 
whien had accumulated,” the board 
aSserteu, “coupled with a tailing off 
in consumption demand for leather 
products resulting directly from the 
very high retail prices which were 
being charged are currently regard- 
ed as primarily responsible for the 
drop in leather prices.” 

The break in the silk market and 
the subseyuent falling off of retail 


| prices of that textile was attribut- 


ed to speculative activity in Japan. 
where heavy losses have been sus- 
tained by dealers as a result of the 
refusal of Américans to buy at ex- 
orbitant prices. Financial difficul- 
ties which developed in Japan last 
spring also are showing effects and 
are aiding in forcing a price reduc- 
tion on silk. 


Lower Prices for Cotton. 


Lower prices on cotton and cotton_ 
products were forecast because oJ 
an expected heavy crop combined 
with a siowing up of demand. The 
mills were said to be approaching 
completion ot orders already in 
their hands. Few new orders are 
being placed. partly because of che 
lateness of the season and because 
jobbers and retailers ~eonfidently 
hope for a prevailing lower leve: 
of prices when sales on cotton goods 
reopen next spring. 

In-addition. the oard foresees a 
generally higher efficiency by labor 
industria! production and an im- 
proved transportation service. This 
combination is believed to mean that 
depleted stocks wuuld be restored 
to normal in the near future. 

“It remains true,” the board said, 
“that there is at the present time a 
wide gap between the new level of 
raw firaterial values and the prevail- 
ing level of retail prices. During 
the month of August it has been 
pointed out by industrial leaders 
that the high prices of goods has 
been due only in part to high costs 
Of materials and has in very large 
degree been the voutcome of high 
capital charges and very great ad- 
vances in the wages of labor. 


In Downward Movement. 

“For these reasons, consumers 
have been discouraged from taking 
the view that shrinkage in retail 
values was immediately to be ex- 
pected as a result of reductions in 
the wholesale .field. It is true, 
that the saving afforded 
by manufacturers through lessened 
cost of materials and tmcreased in- 
efficiency of labor must eventually 
be reflected in a downward move- 
ment of retail prices. 

“For the coming autumn and win- 
ter seasons it is likely, however, 
that this downward movement will 
be evident in comparatively small 
degree. In many lines higher re- 
tail prices are predicted, due to the 
fact that purchases for the autumn 
and winter trade had already been 
contracted for at the old level of 
prices, the changes in the prices 
of materials at the present time 
showing their effect early in the 
spring of 1921,”

DEATH OF A HERO. 
The city is saddened by the 
death of Captain Joe Brown Con- 
nally, whose death at the base hos- 
pital at Fort McPherson yesterday, 
is the direct result of injuries re- 
ceived on the battlefield in France. 
He was a grandson of the late 
former Governor Joseph E. Brown, 
son of Dr. and Mrs. E. L. Con- 
nally, of Atlanta, and a member of 
two distinguished pioneer families 
of Georgia. 
At the outbreak of the world 
war, although exempt from con- 
scription on account of being over 
age, he felt that it was his patri- 
otic duty to enlist and he volun- 
teered, rendering splendid and 
heroic service at the front in 
France, and being several times 
gassed.

For months he lingered, ill, in 
the military hospital at Fort Mec- 
Pherson, finalty dying literally 
from wounds received at the front, 
for the deadly gas at last finished 
its fatal work. : 
Captain Connally died the death 
of a hero; the same as though he 
had fallen at the front; and it will 
be as a hero who gave his life to 
his country that his friends and 
the world will remember him and 
honor his name. 
Such patriotism as actuated 
him to offer his life for his coun- 
try, though exempt by law, is 
worthy of emulation by all citizens 
who love their country. But for 
men of his courage and valor and 
patriotism, we would have no 
country ‘worth fighting and sacri- 
ficing for. 
God bless the memory of such 
a man}

One can 
stand before such a memorial for 
hours, and dream the great dreams 
which the Future will realize,

To feel from world to worlds’ 
That is the way the figure of 
“The Man on the Monument” im- 
presses one. 

And not only in that way; for 


it takes one back to the late 
world-war—to the flight of a 
thousand war-planes, cleaving 


clouds of’ fire above hostile armies, 
or spreading death and _ terror 
over sleeping cities; to battles in 
the skies, many of whose heroic 
captains are now remembered in 
graves by the war-waysides. 

And there is the vision of what 
the airships of the skies are yet 
to accomplish for the commerce of 
the world in peaceful employment 
—messengers of peace and univer- 
sal welfare! 

They are to triumph over space 
—to bring the peoples of the world 
still closer together; to mark new 
sky-roads, and to say to the divid- 
ing seas: “There shall be no more 
seas!”

Editor Constitution: Ag I see. it, 
the political situation in our state 
is serious. We have three candi- 
dates for governor, two good men 
of the people, either of whom will 
make a good governor, and one man 
who has been for several years 
against the democratic party and 
the people of Georgia. Now, un- 
der our county unit rule, a candi- 
date may carry a county by getting 
a little over one-third of the votes. 
Suppose a county has 1,500 votes. 
Hardwick gets 550, Walker 500 and 


Holder 450. Hardwick then gets the 
unit votes of that county, with 
nearly two-thirds of the voters of 
the county against him. 


The race for United Stateg sena- 
tor is in the same condition, with 
three candidates, Smith, Dorsey and 


Watson. Suppose a county has 2,- 
000 voters; Watson gets 750, Dor- 
sey 700 and Smith 650. Watson is 
then elected in that county, with 
a little over one-third of the votes. 

Now, if none of these men come 
out of the race, it is up to the vot- 
ers of Georgia to make the man who 
ig elected get a mafority of votes 
cast in every county. 

We can do it if we leave off prej- 
udice, personal likes’ and dislikes 
and consider only the best interests 


of the people of Georgia, My plan is 
to drop the third man in’every coun- 
ty and vote for two; then one will 
get a majority. In the illustration 
above used, instead of Watson car- 
rying the county by a plurality of 
50 votes, Smith would get ,it by a 
majority of several hundred. In the 
illustration of the governor’s race, 
instead of Hardwick carrying the 
county by a — of 50 votes, 
Walker would carry it by a ma- 
jority of several hundred. I use 
these figures merely for illustra- 
tlon. My suggestion is in all cases 
drop the low man. If Holder is 
stronger in a county, drop Walker; 
if Walker is stronger, drop Holder. 
In the senator’s race, if Dorsey will 
get more votes than Smith, drop 
Smith; if Smith is stronger, Drop 
Dorsey. 

I know it will be lard for some 
of Governor: Dorsey's friends to 
vote for Hoke Smith, and I know 


that it will be hard for some of Mr. 
Smith’s friends to vote for Dorsey. 
I appeal to you all to think only for 
the best interests of the good people 
of Georgia and leave off personal 
admiration and personal dislikes. 
Vote for two men, and when the 
race is over, there will be no run- 
over. There are men in every coun- 
ty who can tell fairly well who the 
third man will be. The third man 
can lose nothing by being dropped, 
neither will the voter who preferred 
to vote for him, but may gain by 
preventing Watson and Hardwick 
carrying his county against the 
wishes of nearly two-thirds of the 
voters.

His arrest was a mistake, hardly an 
outrage. ° But had the incident been 
connected even remotely with poli- 
tics the arrest -probably would not 
have taken place. It was a case 
of a man coming into a town, mak- 
ing himself a _ public blackguard 
and nuisance, and so enraging the 
people that they did not consider 
his age or any circumstances. 


HARDWICK VS. WILSON. 

Sandersville, Ga., August 26.— 
(Special.) — The Sandersville 
Progress, which has supported 
Thomas W. Hardwick in every 
one of his campaigns un- 
til two years ago, pubiished tne 
following editorial in its isgue of 
today, and which has caused con- 
siderable comment locally:

“We have stated in substance that 
pride of opinion was an essential 
quality of all great minds, but even 
mediocrity some times suffers from 
the same affliction, for be it re- 
membered that Mr. Hardwick is 
some little dictator himself—in fact 
Wilson in miniature, a star of lesser 
magnitude, and a@ ray less serene, 
but more fiery in his particular 
sphere. In other words a cheap im- 
itation, and if elected to the office 
of zovernor, if his oft repeated boast 
amounts to anything at all, we will 
see an exhibition of executive en- 
croachment calculated to make @ 
mediaeval despot look like a piker. 
He would,be no “rubber stamp” 
governor, but Goodyear must envy 
his lungs. 

“It is well known to Mr. Hard- 
wick’s friends and advisers that he 
is another Attticus who will bear 
no Caesar near the throne, and when 
you reduce it ¢o0 its last analysis, 
that is really the cause of mill the 
trouble between Mr. Wilson and Mr. 
Hardwick. He rent the air for Mr, 
Wilson before his first election to 
the presidency, but for that doubtful 
service he presumed too much and 
aspired too high, so like Beelzebub, 
he was cast off into utter darkness, 
where he has been gnashing his 
teeth ever since. He says he would 
be willing to “crawl on his belly 
from the mountains to the sea, if the 
voters of Georgia would only for- 
give him for asking them to vote 
for Wilson.”

DEFENSE FOR THE CORSET. 
A female physician has come to 


thé defense of the corset with this 
argument: In prehistoric days man 
fashioned some kind of raiment 
with which to gird his loins. Later 
women wore bands to support the 
breasts. From these beginnings 
the- modern corset was gradually 
evolved. Isn’t it reasonable to 
think apparel which has withstood 
centuries of satire. and innuendo 
possesses extraordinary virtue and 
has not depended upon mere fem- 
inine vanity for its survival? The 
doctor*then goes on to say that the 
medical profession, strangely op- 
posed to corsets, is only now awak- 
ening to appreciation of the thera- 
peutic value of corsets, 

Similar arguments might be 
brought forward to support the 
Chinese custom of binding the feet. 
The medical profession, always op- 
posed to that custom. In the pres- 
ent century has come to realize that 
in cases of club-feet and flat-feet, 
sometimes it is very essential to 
bind the feet for curative effect. 

Corsets have their proper place 
in the treatment of certain cases of 
spinal deformity, sacro-iliac joint 
strain, ptosis or sagging of abdomi- 
nal organs and other abnormalities, 
bue because physicians recognize 
this valuable purpose it should not 
be assumed that physicians advo- 
eate corsets for eVerybody. Itc 
would be as sensible to suppose 
that physicians advise everyone to 
wear arch props or spinal braces. 

Defenders of the corset as an 
article of apparel for normal wom- 
en are hard put to it to find argu- 
ments which carry any conviction.

WALKER ASSAIL 
THOMAS HARDWICK 


Hardwick’s Record Ex- 
posed Before Moultrie 
Audience—Walker Sen- 
“ment Growing Daily. 


Moultrie, Ga, August 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Before a crowd of approxi- 
mately 600 citizens of Colquitt coun- 
ty, which filled the courthouse and 
overflowed into the hallways, Hon. 
Clifford Walker, candidate for gov- 
ernor, delivered a speech here this 
afternoon which aroused his hear- 
ers to frequent outbursts of en- 
thusiasm. 

Mr. Walker had traveled from Mc- 
Rae in order to fill his speaking 
engagement here. It is felt that 
the race will be exceedingly close 
in Colquitt county and the Walker 
supporters were particularly anxious 
that he should speak here. The 
Hardwick opposition is strong in 
this county, although Walker work- 
ers believe that they will succeed 
in placing the county in the Walker 
column on September 8. 

Mr. Walker declared that Geor- 
gia had set herself a summer’s task 
of eradicating Hardwick and said 
he had devoted his entire efforts 
to this cause. He made no refer- 
ence to either of the other candi- 
dates, Brown or Holder, in his 
speech, confining his remarks al- 
most altogether to the official rec- 
ord of Ex-Senator Hardwick. He 
opened his speech with an outline 
of the Brown constructive policies 
which he advocates for the benefit 
of the state and its citizens, and 
promised his utmast efforts for bet- 
ier schools, better roads and the in- 
4rease in home-owners in the state.

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ATLANTA WEATHER 
MAN NOT WORRIED 
BY SUPERSTITION 


o 

Most. weather prophets are super- 
stitious to some extent and dread 
the idea of picking a winning com- 
bination for a Friday. In C. F. 
von Herrmann, in whose capable 
hands liés the burden of forecast- 
ing Atlanta’s weather possibilities, 
an exception to the rule is frend. 
Hoodoo days mean nothing in his 
young life. His official forecast for 
Atlanta and vicinity for Friday, the 
27th, is fair weather, and holds ev- 
ery prospect for continued sun- 
shine. 

Very few places in the cotton belt 
reported rain during the past 24 
hours. There is, however, consid- 


erable cloudiness reported across 
the central part of the belt from 
Montgomery, Ala., west to Taylor, 
Texas. Very little precipitation oc- 
curred elsewhere in the country. 
Temperatures are generally moder- 
ately higher in all sections as well 
as at home, ! 
afternoon the official figures at 
the Atlanta station read 78. 

Following a summary of weather 
and crop conditions in the cotton 
belt issued by Mr. von Herrmann, 
another synopsis has been issued 
by Charles F. Marvin, weather 
chief, Washington, D. C. His re- 
port follows: 

“The week averaged normal in 
temperature in the central and east- 
ern parts of the cotton belt, but 
below normal in the northwestern. 
The rainfall was moderate to heavy 
in the northwest and in many cen- 
tral and eastern localities. 

“The progress of cotton was poor 
or it deterfOrated in many locali- 
ties On account of continued wet 
soil, although the progress of the 
crop was mostly about the average

Funeral Services of Well- 
Known Clubman and 
War Hero Will Be Held 
Sunday Morning at 11 
O’Clock.

mired as a soldier of his country 
and beloved as a citizen of Atlanta, 
died Thursday morning at 11:25

Captain Joe Brown Connally 


o'clock at Fort McPherson, where 
he has been suffering for a year 
and a hak from an illness caused 
by fumes of German gas on the 
western front. 

His death was not a surprise, his 
friends had been sadly expectant of 
the end for months, although fre- 
quently encouraged by short spells 
of recuperati@ that Captain Con- 
nally had experienced during his 
long months in the McPherson hos- 
pital. ° 

To limit the extent of Captain 
Connally’s friendship’s influence by 
the boundaries of citie&S or states, 
or event ‘by oceans, would be to 
do his memory an injustice. It is 
true that he was as nearly uni- 
versally beloved as is possible for 
one man to be, though his heart be 
boundless, seemingly, and his per- 
sonality all-endearing. 

Funeral Arrangements. 

Funeral services will be held 
Sunday morning at 11 o'clock from 
the Second Baptist church, the Rev. 
HMenry Alford Porter, assisted by 
Dr. A. TT. Spalding and Chaplain 
John A. Randolph, of Fort McPher- 
son, officiating. Burial will be in 
Oakland cemetery. 

Joseph Brown Connally was born 
in Atlanta, December 17, 1875. Ha

He made quite a record on the 
university baseball and football 
teams. He was a member of the

He was a member of the American 
Legion, the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans and a Mason.

Enters Army Training. 

Moved by the highest motives of 
atriotism, Captain Connally, then 
2 years of age, entered the First 
Fort Mc- 
Pherson, on May 5, 1917. He was 
cgmmissioned a captain from this 
camp on August 15, 1917, and or- 
dered to report to Camp Gordon, 
where the eighty-second division 
was in process of organization. He 
was immediately assigned by Gen- 
eral Swift, in command of the di- 
vision, to the 325th, infantry, 163d 
brigade, Colone® Whitman command- 


‘{ng, who appointed him regimental 
supply officer, which rank he held

the regiment was re" ved 
from the Argonne engs rement on 
October 31, 1918. Captain Connally 
was ordered to general hospital, No. 
1, at Nevers, for treatment, was re- 
leased from hospital December 17 
and rejoined he 325th infantry, 
when he was pointed regim ital 
intelligence officer, holding this ’of- 
fice until the 325th infantry ceased 
to function as a regimental unit

Captain Connally sailed from New

Karmela, arriving Liverpool on May 
7» ao ayy to Windledown camp, 
Winchester, England. On May 11 he 
participated in the review and pa- 
rade of the 325th before ing 
George V. While in Londe~, the 
325th were guests of the Coldstream 
guards, who tendered them a ban- 
quet following their review by the 
king. On May 12, 1918, sailed from 
Southampton for France, landing 
at Havre May 13. Captain Connal- 
ly’s regiment was brigaded and re- 
mained with the British until June, 
1918. From June 25 to Aueust 6, 
1918, in the Toul sector. August ! 
to September 11 was spent in the 
Marbache sector and other events 
in which the regiment participated 
are the St. Mihiel offensive, Septem- 
ber 12 to 16: Marbache sector, Sen- 
tember 17-21; Meusé-Argonne of- 
fensive, September 26 to October 31. 

Captain Connally was severely 
gassed in the Argonne offensive, 
and though his, suffering was in- 
tense, remdined with the organiza- 
tion until its relief on October 31. 
His physical condition rendered 
him unable to sail with the regi- 
ment on April 27, but on May 2 
he was sufficiently improved to sail 
for home on the Sierra, with Gen- 
erals Duncan and Lindsey.

On his return from France he 
was sent back to Camp Gordon and 
then, because of illness, was trans- 
ferred to the base hospital at Fort 
McPherson. He was much improved 
during the spring months, but in 
May had to return to the officers 
ward at Fort McPherson, where 
he has been ever since that time 
until his death. 

Captain Connally was a sn of 
Dr. and Mrs. &.

PASSES INTO UNKNOWN 


Traer, Iowa, August 26.—James 
Wilson, former secretary of agricul- 
ture, died at his home here today. 

Sketch of James Wilson. 


James Wilson was head of the de- 
partment of agriculture for fifteen 
years, during which he contributed 
largely to the phenomenal agricul- 
tural development ‘of the United 
States. His long service in the cab- 
inet constituted a record. Albert 
Gallatin, once secretary. of . the 
treasury, had previously held the 
record with service of,nearly thir- 
teen years. 

Mr. Wilson's service, however, 
was notable for the constructive 
work which it included, rather than 
for the remarkably long time which 
he held the portfolio, with com- 
plete acceptability under three 
presidents of diverse temperaments 
—McKinley. Roosevelt and“ Taft. 

Mr. Wilson an Iowa farmer. 
Born August 16,1835, he Was the 
son of a Scotchman, who left Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, in 1852 to settle his 
family in @6 United States. Near 


the family founded the new home, 
and in that neighborhood the son, 
James, began farming on his own 
account aS early as 1861, and at the 
same time began his political career 
withelection tothelIowa state. lezg- 
islature. In 1872 he was sent to 
congress and served, in all, three 
terms. He was regent of ‘the lowa 
State university from 1870 to 1874, 
and for six years prior to becoming 
Secretary of agriculture, he was di- 
rector of the state experiment sta- 
tion and professor of agriculture at 
the Iowa State Agricultural college. 
His application of science to agri- 
cultural practice brought him to 
Such national prominence that 
President McKinley made him secre- 
tary of agriculture March 4, 1897. 
When Mr. Wilson took office, the 
agricultural development of _ the 
country was already remarkable, but 
in the years during which he was 
at the Im of its interests, so far as 
the fe@@ral government was con- 
cerned, this development was in- 
creased far beyond the boundaries 
of natural] promise which mere land 
The. increasing 
helpfulness which the federal V- 
ernment~exercised in this devefop- 
ment is indicated to some extent by 
the fact that when Mr. Wilson be- 
came secretary, there were 2,444 
ag ye tem in the department, and 
that when he left it, there were ap- 
roximately 12,090. 
nvolving altogether larger and 
larger appropriations, Mr. Wilson 
obtained on. the merits of one 
achievement after another, uyntil

Secretary Wilson introduced énto the 
United States a great number of val- 
uable crops which hitherto had been 
successful only in foreign countries.

Lloyd-George to Return 
To Lead in the Fight 
Against Big Coal Strike 


London, August 26.—Premier 
Lloyd-George will return to Eng- 
land at once from Lucerne to su- 
pervise the efforts of the govern- 
ment to prevent the natronwide coal 
strike, according to reports in of- 
ficia] circles Wednesday. The lat- 
est figures compiled here in the na- 
tionwide ballot by the miners showe- 
ed 19.212 in favor of striking and 
6,596 opposed. 

The greater portion of the ballot- 
ing repagted to date has been from 
the extremist districts. In South 
Wales for example, the balloting 
has given the strike proposal a ten 
to one indorsement. 

In the Midland and Yorkshire dis- 
tricts the great body of the work- 
ers have shown themsetves indiffer- 
ent or hostile to’ the strike with 
those voting in favor of the walk- 
out largely of the younger element 
among the miners. 

In spite of the trend of the figures 
thus far reported the situation was 
looked upon in official circles as 
more promising because of antic- 
ijpated intervention by other unions.

shares were the leaders in today’s 


stock market, and a!l*hough the in- 
dustrial list showed some weak- 
ness at times, it finally yielded to 
the strength displayed by the rails 
and followed them upward. The 
fact that the new rate schedules 
went into effect today may have 
had some phychological bearing on 
the advance in rates, although the 
situation is no different from what 
it was a week or two weeks ago. 
It means, however, that the ad- 
vance is an accomplished fact, and 
that definite provision had there- 
fore been made to take care of our 
transportation system when the gov- 
err~ment guarantee expires on Sep- 
tember 21. 

It is not too much to say that the 
rail stocks have still some distance 
to go before they discount all the 
advantage accruing to them under 
the new condition of affairs. That 
they have not made further advance 
at this time is due to the fact that 
the stock market is hampered 
by lack of credit facilities which, 
had they been forthcoming, would 
undoubtedly have resulted in an ad- 
vance in the rails that would have 
heen little short of spectacular. Con- 
sequently, there is an amount of 
buying going on at the present time 
strictly as an investment proposi- 
tion, *©*” also taking into calcula- 
tion that t*>- time 


pron credit will be easier and the 
restraint removed. 

Another factor in the situation re- 
garding the rails is one that has 
been quite generally overlooked. 
and that is that there has been 
some considerable liquidation of 
British holdings in order to provide 
funds for the Anglo-French loah 
due in October. 

The Bank of England’s weekly 
Statement shows an improvement 
in its position with its rati. of re- 
serves,to deposits 14% per cent, as 
agains® 12% per cent a week ago, 
10% per cent at the beginning of 
August and 8% per cent, the rec- 
‘ord low rate of this generation re- 
ported at the end of last June. The 
improvement has been accomplished 
through the reduction of outstand- 
ing rediscounts, revealing that Eng- 
lish financiers are facing problems 
similar to our own, and their dis- 
count rate is now 7 per cent as 
against 5 last August, serving to 
restrict credit to necessary onera- 
tions. 

An important development in the 
cotton situation is revealed by the 
action of the South Carolina Cotton 
association, which at a largely at- 
tended meeting at Columbia on 
Wednesday swore before the “god 
of justice” that they would not sel]! 
their cotton at prevailing -prices 
They adopted plans for the forma- 
tion of an export corporation with 
a capital stock of 1,000,000 bales, 
“ledeed themselves to retire 25 er 
cent of the new crop from the mar- 
ket and agreed to reduce the acre- 
age of the 1921 crop by one-third. 

A meeting of the American Cot- 
ton aBBociation has been called for 
September 1, to take similar action, 
and other state associations are 
likely to follow suit. They declare 
they cannot make a profit at the.

Federal Reserve 
Head For Cotton 
Export Concern 


Columbia, S. C., Auzusz 26.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Formation of the Cotton Ex- 
port corporation by the American 
Cotton association is warmly ap- 
proved by Governor W. &. G. Hard- 
ing, of the federal reserve board. 
in a telegram sent by him to ‘J. S. 
Wannamaker, president of the 
American Cotton association, made 
public today as follows: 

“Answering your telegram, would state 
that the policy ofthe federal reserve banks 
for many monthg past has been so shaped 
as to enable them to render all reasonable 
assistance to member banks in facilitating 
the processes of production and orderly dis- 
tribution of essential commodities, including 
the products of mines and factories as well 
as farms. ‘The crop movement is a seasonal 
one and in this early stage requires large 
additional credits. Federal reserve banks are 
prepared to meet all legitimate demands 
made upon them by member banks for mor- 
ing the crops, but your attention is called 
to the fact that under the law, federal re- 
serve banks cannot make direct loans, They 
can only rediscount for member banks, which 
institutions are obliged to observe the limi- 
tations prescribed by law upon their loans. 

“Growers and distributors of agricultural 
products ‘usually have no broad financial 
connections and are obliged to depend for 
accommodations upon lecal banks. Conse- 
quently, notwithstanding the desire to re- 
spond fully to the needs of farmers, mem- 
ber banks frequently find it impossible to ex- 
tend all accommodations desired. Complaints 
are made by wool growers and wheat farmers 
as well as by cotton men of lack of rea¢y 
markets,and of insufficient transportatiou 
facilities. The board urges co-operation be- 
tween banks and producers in order that the 
burden of carrying crops awaiting transpor- 
tation to market may be as evenly distribut- 
ed As poxsible, 

“If actual sales and full returns are mado 
it is thought that the most pressing nevds 
of farmers can be provided for without ex- 


whausting the eredit faciilties of local banks 


which have their legal limitations. I had 
an interview yesterday with the minister of 
Czecho-Slovakia; who stated that the sea- 
sonal needs of milis in his count alone 
for cotton amount to 700,000 bales, but ow- 
ing to depreciation in exchange and inability 
to ship gold, it was impossible for the mills 
to take anything like this amount of cotton 
nless nine months credits are provided. He 
tated that ghe mills in his country will be 
able to pay for raw cotton furnished them 
as soon as manufactured and sold, and ex- 
tressed the opinion that a syndicate of mills 
and banks in his country backed by a guar- 
antee of his government could give satis- 
factory assurance of payment at the end of 
the time specified. 

“I anticipated the present situation in 
the year of 1919, when I urged the forma- 
tion of a large cotton export corporation, 
Since then congress hag legislated, passing 
the Edge act, under which these corpora- 
tions can be formed under a federal char- 
ter. 

“Central Europe has the spinning and 
weaving x the mills and the labor, 
but lacks r@w material. The south has the 
raw cotton, If a corporation could be form- 
ed uyder the Edge act taking cotton in 
payment for stock there could be opportunity 
for direct dealings between southern pro- 
dneers and Kuropean mills. A movement of 
this kind vould put new life in the market, 
for it wovld stimulate buying by domestic 
and British mills. The degree of risk ap- 
pears to depend upon the stability of gov- 
ernments in central Eu and if capital 
not interested in cotton growing 
does not care to assume this risk it must 
be borne by producers themeclves. 

“The cotten situation can be improved by

@ratification at the enactmient of 
éqau) suffrage. His message was 
delivered by Secretary of State Col- 
by, the only male speaker who ap- 
peared before a great crowd of cit- 


_izens, 90 per cent of whom were 
women. 


& $=—Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, presi- 
§ dent of the National American 
Woman Suffrage association, de- 
scribed “the last battle,” and other 
women prominent in the tong fight 
completed by Tennessee's” ratifica- 
tion, spoke of the incidents that 
marked the last Gays of the strug- 

gle. 

Called by the President. 

Mr. Colby, whose appearance had 
been greeted with applause, said 
the president had called him over 
the private telephone wire between 
the white house and the state de- 
partment a short time after he 
had signed the proclamation anda 
asked him if he had been invited 
to speak at the meeting tonight. 


The -president expressed satisfac- 
tion and the hope that nothing 
would prevent the secretary from 
accepting. 

_ “ “Will you take the opportunity 
‘that will be afforded you? the 
secretary quoted the president as 
@aying, ‘to say that I deem it one 
of the greatest honors of my life 
that this great event, so stoutly 
fought for, for so many years, 
should have occurred during .the 
period of my administration as pres- 
ident, and please tell my fellow 
citizens that nothing has given me 
more pleasure than the privilege of 
doing what I could do to hasten the 
day when the womanhood of the 
nation would be recognized on the 
equal footing it deserves.’” 

Mr. Colby added that the presi- 
dent would be the last man to 
seek for his party the credit for 
the victory. Mr. Colby urged the 
women of America not to place too 
much stress on party, but to take 
their place in national affairs as 
Americans and fight for patriotism 
and right, seeking always the “safe- 
ty and honor of America,” and not 
use their vote in the “creeping, 
crawling partisan spirit.”

“The prime purpose of the legion 
is expressed in the preamble to its 
constitution, which is familiar to 
most every one. This preamble 
shall be my ‘pillar of fire by night 
and pillar of cloud by day,’ and 
nothing will be left undone to ren- 
der these men that service which it 
is the pleasure of the American 
Legion to render. 

“All true legionnaires and patri- 
Otic citizens are commended to this 
fight against our common enemies. 
We did not want this contest; we 
did not seek it, but the gauntlet was 
thrown down to-a bunch’ of men 
who have never wavered when 
challenged. 

“J summon all true legionnaires 
to council and sustain me in my 
en@eavors to make the legion of 
Service to the boys—of Service to 
our courmry, and an organization of 
which no unkind word can be 
justly spoken.” 


Pegram Discusses 
Rates Given Roads 
And Wage Increases 


Explaining the difference wetween 
the total raised by increased rates 
that have been granted the rail- 
roads and the ainount involved in 
the higher wages allowed railway 
employees, Vice Presilent R. B. Pe- 
gram, of the Southern railway, has 
given out an interesting statement 
dealing with the wages paid cer- 
tain classes of railway labor, which 
is as follows: 

“Since the recent order of the interstate 
conunerce commission, authorizing the rail- 
ways of the country to advance freight rates 
and passencer fares, came only a few dav's 
after the award of the railway labor board, 
xiving Increased wages to certain classes of 
railway labor, there has been a tendency in 
some quarters to confuse the two. A few 
days ago a southern editor was asked: ‘If 
the railway employees receive an increase in

“The difference \goes to help the railways 
meet previous increases in wages which were 
granted by the United States railroad admin-

—inaterials of which the railways use larg» 
quartities, and, after paying these increased 
costs, to yield a fair return on the value 
of the railway property devoted to transpor- 
tation purposes. Such a return is absolute- 
ly nevessary if the railways are to be able 
to attract new capital. This must be had 
to provide the additional facilities which are 
badly needed the country over, but particu- 
larly in the south, where there has been such 
a great increase in commercial activity. 

‘‘The petition of the railways for increased 
rates was filed in May, long before the 
award of the labor board, and showed that 
at that time many railways were not earn- 
ing their operating expenses. After the 
award of the labor board was announced the 
railways filed a supplemental petition asking 
further increaS$es to meet the additional ex-

Submitting a proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Georgia, to be voted on at 
the general election, to be held in Novein- 
ber, 1920, to amend Paragraph 1, Séction 
13, of Article 6, of the Constitution of 
Georgia, relatives to increase in salaries 
of Judges of the Supreme Court, Court of 
Appeals and Superior Courts.

SALARIES OF JUSTICES OF SUPREME 
COURT AND JUDGES OF COURT 
OF APPEALS, 
No, 773. 

An Act to amend Paragraph 1, Section 15, 
of Article 6, of the Constitution of Geor- 
gia insofar as the same relates to sala- 
ries of Justices of the Supreme Court 
and of Judges of the Court of Appeals 
and of Judges of the Superior Courts, so 
as to increase the salaries of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court, the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals, the Judges of the Supe- 
rior Courts and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by authority of the same: 
that paragraph 1, of section 13, of article 6, 
of the constitution of the state of Georgia, 
relating to salaries of the justices of the 
supreme court, and of the judges of the 
court of appeals, and of the judges of the 
superior courts, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to provide that the justices 
of the supreme court each shall have out 
of the treasury of the state salaries of 
$7,000 per annum; the judges of the court 
of appeals each shall have out of the treas- 
ury of the state salaries of $7,000 yer an- 
num; the judges of the superior court ¢ach 
shall bave ont of the treasury of the state 
salaries of $5,000 per annum; provided that 
the county of Chatham shall, from its treas- 
ury, pay to the judge of the superior court~ 
of the eastern circuit $3,000 per annum; 
said payments are hereby declared to be a 
part of the court expenges of said county, 
and shall be made to the judge now in 
office, as well as his successors. Provided 
further, That the board of county commis- 
sioners of Fulton county. or such other 
board of persons as may from time to time 
exercise the administrative powers of Fu 
ton county, shall have power and authority 
to pay the iudges of the superior court of 
Fulton county such sums, in addition to 
the salaries paid by the state, as said ad- 
ministrative authority or authoritles may 
deem advisable, and the amounts so yaid 
are declared to be a part of the court ex- 
penses of said county. Provided furthe- 
That the board of county commissioners of 
the counties of Clarke, Floyd, Sumter, Bibb 
and Richmond, .or such other hoard or per- 
son as may from time to time exercise the 
administrative powers of said several coun- 
ties, may supplement from their respective 
county’s treasuries the salaries of the judges 
of the circuits of which: they are a part 
by such sum as may be necessary with gsal- 
aries paid each of said judges from the 
state treasury to make a salary of $6,000 
each per annum of such judges; and such 
payments are declared to be a part of the 
court expenses of said counties, and such 
payments’ aball be made to the jndges now 
in office, as well as to their succeggors. 
lravided further, That the county of Iton 
may supplement. the salary of the judge of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, or the judges 
of such other circuit as may be hereafter 
required to regularly preside therein, for 
additional services rendered in the saperior 
court of said county, such sums as will. 
with the salary paid such judge from the 
state treasury, make a salary of $6.000 per 
annum; said payments are declared to be 
a part of the court expenses of Fulton conn- 
ty, such nayments to be made to the judge 
now in office, as well as to his successors 
The provisions of this amendment shall take 
effect and the salarics herein provided for 
shall begin from the ratification of this 
amendment, as provided in the second sec- 
tion hereof, and shall anply to the incum- 
bents in the several offices, as well as their 
suCcCeSsROTS.. 

See. 2. Re it further enacted that if thie 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds 
of the members of the general assembly of 
each house, the same shall be entered on 
their journals, with the ayes and nays 
taken thereon, and the governor shall cause 
the amendment to be published in one or 
more of the newspapers in each congres 
sional district for at least two months im- 
mediately preceding the next general elec 
tion, and the same shall be submitted to 
the people at the next general election, and 
all persons voting at said election in favor 
of adopting the d amendment to the 
Constitut‘on shall have written or printed in 
their hallots the words: ‘For ratification 
- of amendment to paragraph 1, of section 13, 
of article 6, of the constitution fixing the 
salaries of the justices of the supreme 
court, and of the judges of the court of 
appeals, and of the judces of the superior 
courts,”” and all persons opposed to the 
adoption of said amendment shall have 
written or printed ‘on their ballots ‘the
